The pres¬ 
ence of tobacoo buyers, reprer 
senting both tbe trust sod inde 
pendent manufacturers, who ere 
buy'og tobacco in the field from 
non association growers, fore 
bodes e life end death straggle 
next year between tbe Dark To 
bacoo Growers’ Association and 
the tobacco trust. 

Astonishment ia expressed on 
all hands at the actioo of the 
buyera in contracting tor th 
crop before it has been cut, ea 
the shrinkage in qnaottitv by 
the time it baa been cured ana it 
ready for prising makes it ex¬ 
tremely difficult to estimate the 
valoe of a field Tbe only rea¬ 
son advanced for each early sai 
unprecedented buying is that 
both the trust and certain inde 
pendent manufacturer! want !■ 
get as much of the next crop as 
possible. Obivouslv, if all tht 
independent tobacco ia hough 
now by the trust an f the saaocia 
lion holds ibe remainder, th, 
independent manufacturers wb, 
wait nmii the oaual time to ho, 
will find themselves high end 
dry for raw material. 

No one knows just how much 
tobacco tbe trust has on hand 
(t ia predicted ibatwijh the in 
dependent tobacco it la no# bov 
ing, the trust may have enough 
| to ran it for a year or more is an 
effort to emherraaa the saaocla 
tion financially, from having to 
carry over most of its- holdings. 
The association cannot market 
its pledges by the time tbe .in 
dependent buyers ere ready lo 
purchase, and so the Independ 
ent manufacturers will be at a 
disadvantage that will work k 
interest of the trust. 

Elaied over the seasons high 
prices, it is not likely that the 
association weald aooept much 
lower trices. It would rather 
carry over the crop. An 
factor tost mast be considered 
ia that tbe yield this year la not 
quits np to- the normal, 
many growers are catting 
early.
